The more striking results of the 
advance to Le Cateau, however, are being 
obtained along the front southwards. Here 
it threatened to turn the northern flank of 
the La Fére-Laon salient. Coupled with 
General Gouraud’s heavy pressure in Cham- 
pagne, and, further to the left, General 
Berthelot's approach to the Craonne 
Trouwée by which Laon can be turned from

A DEATH DUEL. 

A patrol of four of our, seaplanes was at- 
tacked by seven of the enemy—one of them a 
large two-seater, the other six very fast small 
Single-seaters The enemy, cleverly camou- 
flaged, attacked from the direction of the sun, 
so thev had advantage in position and num- 
bers. The two-seater enemy concentrated his 
attention on one of our machines, and so 
crippled it that it was compelled to descend, 
and alight on the water. Whether the enemy 
was himself “damaged or no it is impossible to 
say; probably he was, but he, too, 
down, and alighted quite near to our machine.

A MECHANIC’S DARING. 

The enemy is not usually keen on taking the 
offensive unless he is in numerical superiority. 
He believes in safety in numbers. Three of our 
planes returning from patrol were attacked by 


seven hostile aircraft, five of them monoplane | 


two-seaters and two biplane  single-seater 
scouts. A lively fight ensued, resulting in two 
of the enemy, one a monoplane and one a 
single-seater, being driven down out of control. 
All three of our machines were damaged, but 
they were able to get back. In one case this 
was only possible owing to the splendid courage 
of a mechanic, who, with total disregard of his 
own personal safety, climbed out. on io the 
plane whilst the machine was in flight, and, 
despite the heavy fire which the enemy concen- 
trated on him, stopped un with his hand a leak 
of oil from the crank case, and so enabled the 
pilot to carry on flying, and make a landing, 
some miles ahead, alongside a fishing smack. 
One of our planes, attacked simultaneously 
by five hostile monoplanes, was hit in the 
gravity tank, and forced to descend on the 
water. The officer in command ordered his 
crew out on the wings, and the enemy attacked 
again, this time in line ahead from the rear, 


4 each of the five machines as it passed overhead 


directing a hail of bullets into the already 
stricken aeroplane, which immediately burst 
into flames. Two pilots and the machine gun- 
ner plunged into the water, and as the machine 
gunner could not swim and his belt would not 
inflate, he was supported by the two officers 
for thirty-five minutes, when they were picked 
up by a destroyer. 
A PITCHED BATTLE. 

Occasionally fights occur on such an extended 
scale as to-wesemble pitched battles, as, for in- 
stance, when one of our squadrons attacked ten 
Fokker brplanes, which were reinforced by an- 
other patrol of ten Fokkers and a’ Rumpler 
two-seater. During the en agement a 
enemy machines were destroyed and one shot 
down out of control. One of our officers at- 
tacked a Fokker which stalled, and the pilot 
fell out. This officer then attacked a second, 
which broke up in the air. Another officer fol- 
lowed a Fokker down to 400 feet when 
it burst into flames. We lost three machines. 
In addition to fighting hostile aircraft, the 
seaplanes tackle enemy submarines. Here are 
a few typical instances. The pilot sighted a 
periscope cutting through the water in the di- 


rection of a convoy which was about eight miles | 


off. A bomb was dropped which burst within 
twenty feet of the periscope. Much black sedi- 
ment was thrown up by the ion and la 
quantities of oil and bubbles appeared on the 
water.

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 

All through Thursday night patrol boats and 
other craft arrived in Kingstown with dead 
bodies that had been picked up in the Channel, 
and these were conveyed jn motor waggons to 
Dublin. Soon after daylight yesterday parents 
and other relatives of the missing came down 
to the pier in the hope of obtaining some news 
as to the fate of their friends; but little con- 
solation was derived, as practically no informa- 
tion was obtainable.

HOW CAPTAIN BIRCH DIED. 


Mr. John Hood, a commercial traveller in the 
employment of Messrs. Millar and Richard, 
type founders, Edinburgh and London. gave a 
graphic account of how Captain Birch met 
his fate. 

He was sitting in the smokeroom reading a 
paper when the first torpedo struck the vessel, 
Having donned a lifebelt, he went on the boat 
deck. At that time there was hardly any 
perceptible heeling over of the vessel, and she 
might have carried on long enough were it not 
for the second torpedo. There was no panic 
or excitement, nor was there any undue crowd- 
ing. He got into a hoat, which was safely 
lowered. There was some difficulty in getting 
the oars free, but eventually the boat got 
away, and shortly afterwards the second tor- 
pedo struck amidships. The lifeboat got 
through the wreckage, and picked up several 
persons, until no more could be taken.

was seen in the water alongside, and caught 
hold of the side of our boat, at the place 
where I was standing. He hung on for a long 
time, a number of others also clinging to the 
sides of the boat.

In proposing the toast of the American Press 
representatives at a luncheon in London yester- 
day,Mr. Balfour said that he did not know that 
m any six or seven months of history had so 
great and dramatic a transformation taken 
place on so heroic a scale, or dealing with 
issues SO momentous for the future of the 
world. He did not pretend for a moment that 
their difficulties were at an end, but he should 

profoundly disappointed, indeed, if the tide 
ef victory now flowing so profoundly in their 
direction ever received a serious set-back from 
the efforts of their enemies. 


AN IMPENITENT ENEMY. 

They had to make a right peace, and he did 
not think that a right peace was of itself a 
very easy thing to make. Their enemies were 
attempting to change their constitution. but 
appear to have no notion that what we call 
a change is not so much a change of a formal 
purpose of Government, as a change of the 

earts by which that Government is to be 
directed and animated: and, if they were to 
judge, he would ask whether those who had 
made mankind pale with horror over their early 
barbarities and brutal excesses in Belgium, had 
shown the least sign after four years of war of 
any material improvement in their disposition.
